In his address, Eisenhower made 
an appeal for a m andate from the 
A m erican people to take his “ cru­ 
sade” into the White House. Peace, 
he said, is “ the dearest m easure 
in the sight of free m en.” and he 
placed it at the head of his object­ 
ives if he is elected. 
His speech was a kind of credo. 
He rem inisced briefly over the

the present. He asked what these 
years taught him. 
The D em ocratic candidate’s final 
speech was in its total effect, a 
call to forget the bitterness and the

HE APPEALED to the people to 
close their ears to the “ cowardly 
voices of hate and fear and sus­ 
picion” and to believe and tru st in 
each other. 
And he said: “ If your decision is 
Gen. Eisenhow er and the Republi­ 
can P arty , I shall ask everyone 
who voted for me to accep tthe 
verdict with traditional Am erican 
sportsm anship. If you select me, 
I shall ask the sam e of the Re­ 
publicans, and I shall ask our Lord 
to make me an instrum ent of his 
peace.” 
Stevenson said: “The end has 
now come, the cheers and jeers, 
the tum ult and the shouting are al­ 
most over, and these are the last 
words I shall speak to you before 
the balloting begins.

The 50-plus guardsm en of Com­ 
pany M of W ashington C. II., who 
are on guard duty at the fire and 
riot torn Ohio Penitentiary in Co­ 
lum bus are going to get to vote 
after all. 
M ajor G. E. Tomlinson said Tues­ 
day morning in a telephone inter­ 
view th at transportation to and 
back from Washington C. H. was 
provided for the guardsmen. 
Although he did not go into de­ 


v o te e of W ashington C. H. and 
Fayette County started flocking to 
the polls early on this “ day of de­ 
cision” as the clim ax to a cam ­ 
paign that has building up steam 
for more than two months. 
Political observers here h a v e 
estim ated that the total vote here 
would probably set a new record. 
Some predicted it might go as high 
as 12,000 or even 13,000. Others, 
however, were more conservative 
in their1 estim ates, but thought the 
vote still would be the biggest ever. 
Just as a sam ple of the way the 
voting was going, 101 ballots had 
been cast in precinct C of the third 
w ard by noon. Precinct workers 
could not recall how th at com par­ 
ed with the m orning vote there in 
the 1948 election, but they express­ 
ed the belief it was an increase. 
They also were predicting that 250 
votes would be east 
before the 
polls close at 6:30 P. M. Four years 
ago the total was 212. Seventeen 
of the ballots this y ear were by 
absent, disabled or m ilitary voters.

And when people came over 
to the house in the evening they 
talked politics. 
What seemed good to him in all 
this talk among the people

knew was a lack of bitterness to­ 
ward one another over their dif­ 
ferences. They might get steam 
ed up enough to get red in the 
fare and raise their voices. 
Yet, somehow, this was one 
elec tion when he felt people were 
rising above 
themselves 
a 
bit 
and thinking of the good of the 
country as a whole when they 
were making their decision. 
The only kind of people who 
bothered him, and he had run 
into some of them, were those 
who had made up their minds be­ 
fore the campaign 
began 
and 
hadn’t 
listened 
or 
dime 
any 
thinking. 


While he was old 
enough 
to 
know he had no 
monopoly 
on 
wisdom, he knew one thing: 
It may be years before we can 
judge the wisdom of voters in 
this election. It may take years 
to see the full effects. 
As he strode into the polling 
booth he felt, more than any oth 
er time in his memory , that what 
he, all by himself, marked on the 
ballot was truly important. 
He felt, sincerely, that in mak 
ing those marks on a piece of 
paper he was helping

Businessmen 
Eye Makeup Of 
Next Congress 


President Important, 
But Solons To Shape 
Financial Picture 


N EW YO RK. Nov. 4— JU-W hats 
going to 
happen 
to business 
if 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson wins? If Gen. 
Dwight Eisenhower wins0 
Businessmen are vitally inter­ 
ested in which one will he in the 
White House next year. 
But a lot of businessmen say they 
are even more anxious to know the 
makeup of the next Congress—not 
only which party will have a ma­ 
jority in each house, but more im­ 
portant what 
coalitions 
can 
be 
formed among blocs within parties 
to vote on the questions in which 
business has the greatest stake. 
These questions are: Taxes, tar­ 
iff policy, defense spending, 
for­ 
eign aid. conduct of the Cold War 
and the hot one in Korea, farm 
price parity, treasury deficits and 
chances of balancing the budget, 
and measures which the 
govern­ 
ment might take which could give 
prices another 
upward 
whirl or 
•teps it might take to counteract 
a slump if one develops later on. 
• 
• 
• 


THOSE WHO think the congres­ 
sional contests hold even more im­ 
mediate meaning for business than 
does the presidential race 
argue 
this way: 
# 
The course the nation is taking, 
defense-spending, taxes, 
and 
the 
like, has such momentum now that 
ft would be months before either 
the general or the governor could 
do much by himself to change it 
The real changes, if any, will 
come much later these business­ 
men argue and will 
stem 
from 
what Congress does 
Take defense spending. Money 
already appropriated but not yet 
spent will keep the defense build 
up program going through next 
year. 
And few think that the next ad­ 
ministration will or can trim it, or 
boost it, very much—at least not 
in time for it to affect 
business 
much next year 
In the case of taxes: The excess 
profits tax is due to die next June 
unless Congress extends it. Other 
lax changes which the new Con­ 
gress might make probably won t 
affect business much until 1954. 
Inflation: Many businessmen be 
lieve that inflation is now on its 
last legs and is due to expire some­ 
time next year. They feel that the 
big buildup in industrial capacity 
means sharper competition with 
prices held 
down 
and 
perhaps 
forced lower. 
Inflation could be revived, they 
argue, only by congressional 
fis­ 
cal 
policies, 
more 
government 
spending, a larger treasury deficit. 
or by a spreading of the Korean 
war. And the big budget bills are 
rarely passed before June.

Says More Milk 


Cows Needed 


Danger Of M ilk 


Shortage Implied 
In Facts Cited 


Milk cows are not increasing fast 
enough to keep pace with populi 
finn growth, says a dairy industry 
report Danger of a milk .shortage 
sometime is implied. Whether that 
would result in milk at a dollar 
a quart is left to the imagination 


Cited is the fact that in 1930 
I milk output was 814 pounds for 
every man, woman and child and 
in 1950 it had fallen to 754 pounds 
Overlooked in these statistics is 
the fact that consumption of oleo­ 
margarine is jumping by leaps and 
bounds. 
But to provide 754 pounds of 
milk per capita annually requires a 
lot of milk—approximately 115.500,. 
000,000 pounds This is an average 
yearly yield for each of 21,705,- 
000 cows—the 1950 number—of ap­ 
proximately 2,500 quarts, on the 
basis of 46.5 quarts to the hundred 
pounds. Apparently on the assump- i 
lion that 814 pounds more nearly 
represents the national need per 
capita then 754 pounds, the indus ! 
try concludes the country 
must 
have more cows. 
Statistics for several individual I 
states seem to furnish a readier 
solution. In one state the average I 
production 
per 
cow 
was 
3,381 ! 
quarts. That average on a national 
basis would provide a yield for j 
00,000 cows of more than 71,- I 
000,000,000 quarts, or roughly a 
total of 149.OOO,OOO,OOO pounds mak 
ing the available quota for 155.000,- 
ing the available quota for 155,00,- 
000 persons far in excess of 1930 s 
814 pounds. It would be more than 
950 pounds, 
So the problem would appear to 
be mainly one of better cows, rath­ 
er than more cows.
